A very lnt:i eating dl«coveij of a bonce of 
the stone «g* was leceutly made in a m.rsh 
atSchu'«onriod, In wurtr"iburi. The botue 
or hut.»« still prcjcrved, the flooriag and; a 
p»rtof. ,the walls weia Inttrt, and, as ap- 
pe*red from a careful mija»ureuieBt, had 
foimed, when complete, .a rectxngle, 32t?3 
foot. The hut w«s divided, into two.com- 
piutmentQ, commnnicating with each other 
by a foot-bridge mideof three girders. The 
single door, looking tonmrd tbe south, 
•bout throo foot wide and opened Into a 
room 19 feet long by 12 feet .wide. Tn one 
comer lay a .heap of stones, which had ap- 
parently foruied tbe fire-pis'-*. This'room 
was. the klu:hen, "the - living-room," >nd 
probably a night refuge for tbe cattle In cold 
weather. The second room, which had.no 
opening outside, mea«ojs<f about the seme, 
and was, no doubt, used' :ts trie family bed* 
chamber.

formed of round loirs, and the . walls of 
split lots.

hut of the stone sge. It may be safely pre- 
sumed that the lake dwellings of tbe bronze 
aKeweretorgeriri size nnd less primitive In 
their arioogements. At both periods the 
platfOitu supporting tbe houses communi- 
cated with, the shore . by me*ns of a bridge 
(probably removable at pleasure), and .with 
tlie water by ladders, • These ladders, as ap- 
pears from an example found tit Chavaones, 
were made of a simple sting, with holes for 
the staves, which protruded on either side.

When CoChise, the celebrated Ap^he chief, 


was » young man, he was noted P« bting a 
friend of .the whites, and did alt in his power 
to prevent hostilities oii both sides, and often 
boasted that he had never shed a drop of 
white man's . blood. During some of (he 
Apache wars, In' 1803, I think, Cochlse in- 
duced some six or seven of tbe moat Influen- 
tial of the tribe to accompany him to the 
United States headquarters. When they ar- 
rived they were taken t<> a large tent to talk 
over peace with tho commanding officers, and 
when all got scatol, At a signal, a hie of 
soldiers appeared and proceeded to kill iho 
Indians. Uociiisu saw the movement aud 
with his liuntiiiK Knife ho slit the lent, and 
willi a" bound ami yell ho ran, vowing ycn- 
eciiiice that ho would kill one huiidred wliltes 
for every red man killed that 'day. Tho sol- 
diers fired at htm, .but he escaped, aud reso- 
lutely Iio kept liia word, as many a. poor sol- 
dier found to his sorrow, n* the stones, boards 
and slumps over, the country marked, "killed 
bj the Apaches" wilt testify.
